Disc drought 


Britain is experiencing an acute 
shortage of 3 inch dises, a shor- 
lage so bad that many software 
houses just can't satisfy demand 
for disc-based software. 

For the user wanting blank 
discs, things are justas bad. Boots 
are charging £5.95 for a singie 
disc — uf they've got them in stock 
- while a five-disc pack will set 
you back £19.99 at Dixons. Mail 
order is cheaper, but you'd bet- 
ter make sure they ve got some 
before you order. 

The problem seems to be 
that manufacturers of the dises — 
the Japanese giants Panasonic 
and Maxell — didn't reckon with 
the tremendous success the ofthe 
Amstrad machines last Autumn. 
Demand for discs now far out- 
strips supply. 

Help, though, is at hand. A 
spokesman for Panasonic In- 
dustrial UK Ltd said that the 
company's production is now 
being increased from 500,000 in 
January to 1,000,000 per month 
by April. “Our target’, he said, ‘is 
1.4 million by May or June’. He 
also added that he saw ‘no reason 
for a high price in the market 
place.’
